Section I of the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers' first annual report 
to the President begins tnus: "11 
is trite to observe that the respon- 
sibilities' ot the Chief Executive of 
the United Slates and of the Con- 


•_,,/tress have grown enormously in 
j'J/cope and difficulty during recent 
decades." 


The reader who hurdles thai first 
apologetic confession and goes on 
will tind that this isn't tne only 
trite observation in the report. If 
he wades all the way through—no 
mean task, '_for the style is for- 
midably duil'even lor a government 
report—he is likely to emerge with 
the conviction that the "full-em- 
ployment" act, which set up the 
Council of Economic Advisers, is 
not much of a threal lo the Amer- 
^ican way of business life, if the 
''"first sample is a criterion. 


The acl, it may be recalled, re- 
quires the Council to "assist and 
advise" the President in preparing 
an annual report lo Congress on 
the economic state of the Union, 
"and to formulate and recommend 
national economic policy" 
which

New York, Jan. 22 — Although 
both defendants were 
acquitted, 


the titials of Joe Fay 
and 
Ben 
'Pross, professional union -racket-! 
eers, in the United States District 
Court, in Newnrk, have provided a 
dramatic answer to those who in- 
sist that the so-called labor move- 
ment should be allowed to ctir'ij Hta 
own ills. These two gangsters have 
been notorious for years and their 
depredations have been publicized 
in some detail before. 


In their trials, however, Fay, on 


a .charge of dodging income .tax on 
his graft, and Pross ,on a charge 
of using his power of the liquor in- 
dustry to provide whiskey for the; 
black market, the treasury plainly 
showed that they used their union 
authority to shake down industry 
in 'the name of the workers and 
that the workers in their unions 
.w.ere mere tools. Fay said ,he usad 
part of the graft to pay members 
of his union to intimidate and beat 
up members of another union and 
to undercut the. wage scale of the 
others. He spend thousands of dol- 
lars for tickets to prizefights and 
tor wild parties for lesser 
unim 
bosses of his own jurisdiction n.id 
this was called "labor relations;" 


An employer who had hired pro 


fessional sluggers, as Fay said he 
didi to smash a picket line 
and 


bent down the wage-scale, would' 
have been indictable on a number 
of counts, but letdhe employer hire 
a boss of a group of unions, hold-, 
ing credentials from 'the. American 
federation of Labor and high of- 
fice in one of its component inter- 
nationals, to do the 
same 
thing 


and he is in the clear. The union 
racketeer himself, in this case Joe 
Lay, is performing the honorable 
duties of his position. He is driv- 
ing interlopers off a job over which 
he-.claims jurisdiction for his sub- 
jects, and collecting a price 
for 


"labor peace." He is a profession- 
al strike-breaker operating in the 
manner of all the old corporations 
which years ago shipped sluggers 
to struck plants-, but he is within- 
the law, and moreover 
the 
high 
managers of unionism, while they 
deplore his actions, still insist that 
any legal restraints on him wmiid 
be a blow at the rights of labor. 


The rank and file workers 
of 
•Fay's union would have nothing tj 
say about all this. Obvious-ly only 
a foolhardy 
rebel 
and 
martyr 


would challenge tHe actions of a 
ma.n who frankly admits in coiu-t 
that .he rallied sluggers and paid 
them to beat up other union men 
so that the employers could save 
mqncy on a lower wage scale. 


Pross' principal union is Local 1 


of the Wine, Liquor and Distillery 
Workers' Union. As- a matter 
of 


policy and to his own advant •.,;•.?, 
he has raised some wages and im- 
proved working conditions in an -in- 
dustry that is still badly infested 
with old-time bootleggers. He aisj 
has claimed dictatorial 
authority1 


in as many as 17 other local unions 
in (he New York . area. 
Notwith- 


standing his .criminal record and 
his .lack of genuine credentials as 
a worker or 
elected 
leader of 


labor, the American Federation of 
Labor has let him alone out of- a 
fastidious regard for union "auton- 
omy," And he 
also 
enjoys 
the 


moral protection of that propagan- 
da which holds that any law which' 
would compel him to recognize his 
subjects as- human beings and citi- 
zens would violate the 
rights of 
"labor." 


In his black market case, which 


typified the shakedown powers of 
this inveterate racketeer, it was 
shown that Pross compelled Schen- 
lev, the Distillery .Corporation, to 
allocate 10,500 cases- of whiskey to 
distributors whom he selected, at 
a time when whiskey was 
being 


rationed. This was his price 
to 


Schenley of peaceful labor 
rela- 


tions. They complied and all but a 
trifling 
amount 
of 
liquor 
was 


traced by the treasury to the black 
market in southern slates, 
where 


American soldiers iiv their 
train- 


ing camps, in 1943, paid as much 
'as $25 a bottle for wh.isk.ey. 
By 


:he case, the markup, in excess of 
OPA prices, ranged 
between 
$4 
and $17. 


Members of Pross', union are not 


allowed to possess copies- of their 
union's constitution, 
a document 


which places all the power in the 
nands of Pross and a few others. 
They are 
powerless 
to 
protest 
against anything he may do. 


In 1938, a New York corporation 


was formed 
called Spor Realty 


Inc., whose officers of record at 
that time are strangers to the pres- 
ent discussion. Their names do not 
occur in any of the known activi- 
ties of Pross and the union, but 
Pross does appear on the papers 
as the commissioner of deeds. In 
June. 1942, Spor Realty bought a 
dwelling in Great 
Nock, 
L. I., 


which was assessed 
at 
$23,670. 


Agents of the treasury who 
pre- 


pared 
the 
black 
market 
case 
against Pross said other officials 
of the union told them this house 
was known among the mas their 
"little white house." 


The black market cas.e occurred 
the next year in the summer 
of 
1843. 


In March, 1945, Spor 
Realty, 


Inc., sold the house. At that time 
Pross was the only one who had 
power to sign checks for the corp- 
oration. 


In October, 1945, Pross was tried 


and acquitted in Newark. 


In April, 1940, Pross bought 
a> 


luxurious summer 
estate on the 


shore of Lake Mahopac, al Carmel • 
N. Y., for $26,00, and immediate- 
ly elaborate and expensive 
im- 


provements were made 
on both 
the house and the estate, includ- 
ing an artesian well and fencing. 
He also bought a motorboat.

the trials of Joe Fay 
and 
Ben 
'Pross, professional union -racket-! 
eers, in the United States District 
Court, in Newnrk, have provided a 
dramatic answer to those who in- 
sist that the so-called labor move- 
ment should be allowed to cUr'ij Hta 
own ills. These two gangsters have 
been notorious for years and their 
depredations have been publicized 
in some detail before. 


In their trials, however, Fay, on 


a .charge of dodging income .tax on 
his graft, and Pross ,on a charge 
of using his power of the liquor in- 
dustry to provide whiskey for the; 
black market, the treasury plainly 
showed that they used their union 
authority to shake down industry 
in 'the name of the workers and 
that the workers in their unions 
.w.ere mere tools. Fay said ,he usad 
part of the graft to pay members 
of his union to intimidate and beat 
up members of another union and 
to undercut the. wage scale of the 
others. He spend thousands of dol- 
lars for tickets to prizefights and 
tor wild parties for lesser 
unim 
bosses of his own jurisdiction n.id 
this was called "labor relations;" 


An employer who had hired pro 


fessional sluggers, as Fay said he 
didi to smash a picket line 
and 


bent down the wage-scale, would' 
have been indictable on a number 
of counts, but letdhe employer hire 
a boss of a group of unions, hold-, 
ing credentials from 'the. American 
federation of Labor and high of- 
fice in one of its component inter- 
nationals, to do the 
same 
thing 


and he is in the clear. The union 
racketeer himself, in this case Joe 
Lay, is performing the honorable 
duties of his position. He is driv- 
ing interlopers off a job over which 
he-.claims jurisdiction for his sub- 
jects, and collecting a price 
for 


"labor peace." He is a profession- 
al strike-breaker operating in the 
manner of all the old corporations 
which years ago shipped sluggers 
to struck plants-, but he is within- 
the law, and moreover 
the 
high 
managers of unionism, while they 
deplore his actions, still insist that 
any legal restraints on him wmiid 
be a blow at the rights of labor. 


The rank and file workers 
of 
•Fay's union would have nothing tj 
say about all this. Obvious-ly only 
a foolhardy 
rebel 
and 
martyr 


would challenge tHe actions of a 
ma.n who frankly admits in coiu-t 
that .he rallied sluggers and paid 
them to beat up other union men 
so that the employers could save 
mqncy on a lower wage scale. 


Pross' principal union is Local 1 


of the Wine, Liquor and Distillery 
Workers' Union. As- a matter 
of 


policy and to his own advant •.,;•.?, 
he has raised some wages and im- 
proved working conditions in an -in- 
dustry that is still badly infested 
with old-time bootleggers. He aisj 
has claimed dictatorial 
authority 


in as many as 17 other local unions 
in (he New York . area. 
Notwith- 


standing h.is criminal record and 
his .lack of genuine credentials as 
a worker or 
elected 
leader of 


labor, the American Federation of 
Labor has let him alone out of- a 
fastidious regard for union "auton- 
omy," And he 
also 
enjoys 
the 


moral protection of that propagan- 
da which holds that any law which' 
would compel him to recognize his 
subjects as- human beings and citi- 
zens would violate the 
rights of 
"labor." 


In his black market case, which 


typified the shakedown powers of 
this inveterate racketeer, it was 
shown that Pross compelled Schen- 
lev, the Distillery .Corporation, to 
allocate 10,500 cases- of whiskey to 
distributors whom he selected, at 
a time when whiskey was 
being 


rationed. This was his price 
to 


Schenley of peaceful labor 
rela- 


tions. They complied and all but a 
trifling 
amount 
of 
liquor 
was 


traced by the treasury to the black 
market in southern slates, 
where 


American soldiers iiv their 
train- 


ing camps, in 1943, paid as much

Members of Pross', union are not 


allowed to possess copies- of their 
union's constitution, 
a document 


which places all the power in the 
nands of Pross and a few others. 
They are 
powerless 
to 
protest 
against anything he may do. 


In 1938, a New York corporation 


was formed 
called Spor Realty 


Inc., 
whose officers of record at 


that time are strangers to the pres- 
ent discussion. Their names do not 
occur in any of the known activi- 
ties of Pross and the union, but 
Pross does appear on the papers 
as the commissioner of deeds. In 
June. 1942, Spor Realty bought a 
dwelling in Great 
Nock, 
L. I., 


which was assessed 
at 
$23,670. 


Agents of the treasury who 
pre- 


pared 
the 
black 
market 
case 
against Pross said other officials 
of the union told them this house 
was known among the mas their 
"little white house." 


The black market case occurred 


the next year in the summer 
of 
1843. 


In March, 1945, Spor 
Realty, 


Inc., 
sold the house. At that time 
Pross was the only one who had 
power to sign checks for the corp- 
oration. 


In October, 1945, Pross was tried 


and acquitted in Newark. 


In April, 1940, Pross bought 
a> 


luxurious summer 
estate on the 


shore of Lake Mahopac, al Carmel • 
N. Y., for $26,00, and immediate- 
ly elaborate and expensive 
im- 


provements were made 
on both

the trials of Joe Fay 
and 
Ben 
'Pross, professional union -racket-! 
eers, in the United States District 
Court, in Newnrk, have provided a 
dramatic answer to those who in- 
sist that the so-called labor move- 
ment should be allowed to cUr'ij Hta 
own ills. These two gangsters have 
been notorious for years and their 
depredations have been publicized 
in some detail before. 


In their trials, however, Fay, on 


a .charge of dodging income .tax on 
his graft, and Pross ,on a charge 
of using his power of the liquor in- 
dustry to provide whiskey for the; 
black market, the treasury plainly 
showed that they used their union 
authority to shake down industry 
in 'the name of the workers and 
that the workers in their unions 
.w.ere mere tools. Fay said ,he usad 
part of the graft to pay members 
of his union to intimidate and beat 
up members of another union and 
to undercut the. wage scale of the 
others. He spend thousands of dol- 
lars for tickets to prizefights and 
tor wild parties for lesser 
unim 
bosses of his own jurisdiction n.id 
this was called "labor relations;" 


An employer who had hired pro 


fessional sluggers, as Fay said he 
didi to smash a picket line 
and 


bent down the wage-scale, would' 
have been indictable on a number 
of counts, but letdhe employer hire 
a boss of a group of unions, hold-, 
ing credentials from 'the. American 
federation of Labor and high of- 
fice in one of its component inter- 
nationals, to do the 
same 
thing 


and he is in the clear. The union 
racketeer himself, in this case Joe 
Lay, is performing the honorable 
duties of his position. He is driv- 
ing interlopers off a job over which 
he-.claims jurisdiction for his sub- 
jects, and collecting a price 
for 


"labor peace." He is a profession- 
al strike-breaker operating in the 
manner of all the old corporations 
which years ago shipped sluggers 
to struck plants-, but he is within- 
the law, and moreover 
the 
high 
managers of unionism, while they 
deplore his actions, still insist that 
any legal restraints on him wmiid 
be a blow at the rights of labor. 


The rank and file workers 
of 
•Fay's union would have nothing tj 
say about all this. Obvious-ly only 
a foolhardy 
rebel 
and 
martyr 


would challenge tHe actions of a 
ma.n who frankly admits in coiu-t 
that .he rallied sluggers and paid 
them to beat up other union men 
so that the employers could save 
mqncy on a lower wage scale. 


Pross' principal union is Local 1 


of the Wine, Liquor and Distillery 
Workers' Union. As- a matter 
of 


policy and to his own advant •.,;•.?, 
he has raised some wages and im- 
proved working conditions in an -in- 
dustry that is still badly infested 
with old-time bootleggers. He aisj 
has claimed dictatorial 
authority 


in as many as 17 other local unions 
in (he New York . area. 
Notwith- 


standing h.is criminal record and 
his .lack of genuine credentials as 
a worker or 
elected 
leader of 


labor, the American Federation of 
Labor has let him alone out of- a 
fastidious regard for union "auton- 
omy," And he 
also 
enjoys 
the 


moral protection of that propagan- 
da which holds that any law which' 
would compel him to recognize his 
subjects as- human beings and citi- 
zens would violate the 
rights of 
"labor." 


In his black market case, which 


typified the shakedown powers of 
this inveterate racketeer, it was 
shown that Pross compelled Schen- 
lev, the Distillery .Corporation, to 
allocate 10,500 cases- of whiskey to 
distributors whom he selected, at 
a time when whiskey was 
being 


rationed. This was his price 
to

Members of Pross', union are not 


allowed to possess copies- of their 
union's constitution,

In 1938, a New York corporation 


was formed 
called Spor Realty 


Inc., 
whose officers of record at 


that time are strangers to the pres- 
ent discussion. Their names do not 
occur in any of the known activi- 
ties of Pross and the union, but 
Pross does appear on the papers 
as the commissioner of deeds. In 
June. 1942, Spor Realty bought a 
dwelling in Great 
Nock, 
L. I., 


which was assessed 
at 
$23,670. 


Agents of the treasury who

against Pross said other officials 
of the union told them this house 
was known among the mas their

The black market case occurred

the trials of Joe Fay 
and 
Ben 
'Pross, professional union -racket-! 
eers, in the United States District 
Court, in Newnrk, have provided a 
dramatic answer to those who in- 
sist that the so-called labor move- 
ment should be allowed to cUr'ij Hta 
own ills. These two gangsters have 
been notorious for years and their 
depredations have been publicized 
in some detail before. 


In their trials, however, Fay, on 


a .charge of dodging income .tax on 
his graft, and Pross ,on a charge 
of using his power of the liquor in- 
dustry to provide whiskey for the; 
black market, the treasury plainly 
showed that they used their union 
authority to shake down industry 
in 'the name of the workers and 
that the workers in their unions 
.w.ere mere tools. Fay said ,he usad 
part of the graft to pay members 
of his union to intimidate and beat 
up members of another union and 
to undercut the. wage scale of the 
others. He spend thousands of dol- 
lars for tickets to prizefights and 
tor wild parties for lesser 
unim 
bosses of his own jurisdiction n.id 
this was called "labor relations;" 


An employer who had hired pro 


fessional sluggers, as Fay said he 
didi to smash a picket line 
and 


bent down the wage-scale, would' 
have been indictable on a number 
of counts, but letdhe employer hire 
a boss of a group of unions, hold-, 
ing credentials from 'the. American 
federation of Labor and high of- 
fice in one of its component inter- 
nationals, to do the 
same 
thing 


and he is in the clear. The union 
racketeer himself, in this case Joe 
Lay, is performing the honorable 
duties of his position. He is driv- 
ing interlopers off a job over which 
he-.claims jurisdiction for his sub- 
jects, and collecting a price 
for 


"labor peace." He is a profession- 
al strike-breaker operating in the 
manner of all the old corporations 
which years ago shipped sluggers 
to struck plants-, but he is within- 
the law, and moreover 
the 
high 
managers of unionism, while they 
deplore his actions, still insist that 
any legal restraints on him wmiid 
be a blow at the rights of labor. 


The rank and file workers 
of 
•Fay's union would have nothing tj 
say about all this. Obvious-ly only 
a foolhardy 
rebel 
and 
martyr 


would challenge tHe actions of a 
ma.n who frankly admits in coiu-t 
that .he rallied sluggers and paid 
them to beat up other union men 
so that the employers could save 
mqncy on a lower wage scale. 


Pross' principal union is Local 1 


of the Wine, Liquor and Distillery 
Workers' Union. As- a matter 
of 


policy and to his own advant •.,;•.?, 
he has raised some wages and im- 
proved working conditions in an -in- 
dustry that is still badly infested 
with old-time bootleggers. He aisj 
has claimed dictatorial 
authority 


in as many as 17 other local unions 
in (he New York . area. 
Notwith- 


standing h.is criminal record and 
his .lack of genuine credentials as 
a worker or 
elected 
leader of 


labor, the American Federation of 
Labor has let him alone out of- a 
fastidious regard for union "auton- 
omy," And he 
also 
enjoys 
the 


moral protection of that propagan- 
da which holds that any law which' 
would compel him to recognize his 
subjects as- human beings and citi- 
zens would violate the 
rights of 
"labor." 


In his black market case, which 


typified the shakedown powers of 
this inveterate racketeer, it was 
shown that Pross compelled Schen- 
lev, the Distillery .Corporation, to 
allocate 10,500 cases- of whiskey to 
distributors whom he selected, at 
a time when whiskey was 
being 


rationed. This was his price 
to 


Schenley of peaceful labor

tions. They complied and all but a

traced by the treasury to the black 
market in southern slates,

Members of Pross', union are not 


allowed to possess copies- of their 
union's constitution, 
a document 


which places all the power in the 
nands of Pross and a few others. 
They are 
powerless 
to 
protest 
against anything he may do. 


In 1938, a New York corporation 


was formed 
called Spor Realty 


Inc., 
whose officers of record at 


that time are strangers to the pres- 
ent discussion. Their names do not 
occur in any of the known activi- 
ties of Pross and the union, but 
Pross does appear on the papers 
as the commissioner of deeds. In 
June. 1942, Spor Realty bought a 
dwelling in Great 
Nock, 
L. I., 


which was assessed 
at 
$23,670. 


Agents of the treasury who 
pre- 


pared 
the 
black 
market 
case 
against Pross said other officials 
of the union told them this house 
was known among the mas their 
"little white house." 


The black market case occurred 


the next year in the summer

In March, 1945, Spor 
Realty,

oration. 


In October, 1945, Pross was tried 


and acquitted in Newark.

estate on the
